This expert has just spent 
two weeks following closely the Sino-Japanese hostilities 
in the Shanghai and the Woosung area. :

war on a national scale in China,” he went on to say.

this policy with many important victories and achieve- 


ments.” 


This military expert is of the opin- 
ign that the simultaneous operations 
in North China and Shanghai have 
disclosed two weak points in the 
Japanese policy. . 

First, it has forced Japan to relin- 
quish her role as the initiator and has 
extended the war front far beyond 
her original plans. 

Secondly, it has forced Japan to 
seck o quick victory, which Indicates 
that she cannot afford a long drawn- 
out war.

i Powerful Force 

Commenting on the Japanese 
strength, this expert stated that 
Japan has some of the crack units 
of her land, sea and air forces in 
Shanghai, He revealed that the 
following were now <statloned in 
Shanghal: 

70,000 men from the regular army; 

70 warships, including gunboats, 
aircraft carriers, destroyors and 
transports, theso vessels having a 
total of 700 pieces of large and small 
artillery; t i ie 

200 Nght and heavy bombers and 
pursult planes. 

It is obvious, he added, that Japan 
will shortly. launch a general offen- 
alve ond attempt to land large reins 
forcements. -

denit a serious blow to the Japancac. 
The stiff’ resistance, moreover, hos 
rendered the well-planned and almost 
impregable Japanese Naval Landing 
Headquarters a useless structure as o 
base of offensive opcrations.

We are 
therefore, certain that Japan will 
collapse by herself even if she docs 
not suffer defeat at our hands, if only 
we resist her long enough. 

“Thirdly, Kwangtung js the cradle 
of the Chinese revolution and there- 
fore has an enviable name to main- 
tain, Its people will not be cowards, 
If you cannot defeat the enemy an 
establish honour for yourselves, we 
prefer that you die for your country 
In the battlefteld.”

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CHINA AND JAPAN 


REITERATES 
MR. HIROTA 
DESIRE FOR PEACE 


The Sino-Japanese. situation, and 
the events leading to the Shanghai 
war, were reviewed ot length yes- 
terday by Mr. K. Hirota, the Japan- 
ese Foreign Minister, speaking before 
the Japanese Parllament, The full 
text of hls speech, which is published 
by courtesy of the Consul General 
for Japan, $3 as follows: Fi 

“Ever since the beginning of ‘the 
present Chinn aoffalrs, the Japanese 
Government {[n pursuance of the 
policy of local settlement and non- 
nggravation,. exerted cvery effort to 
effect a speedy solution, The Nan- 
king Government, whose prompt re- 
consideration was invited, falled to 
manifest a graln of alncerity, but 
concentrated armies fn North Chinn 
to challenge Japan, while in the 
Yangtze valley and elsewhere in the 
South and Centrat China they em. 
barked upon an antl-Japanese cam- 
palgn of the most vicious kind which 
not only prevented our natlonals in 
thal region from engoging in peace- 
ful pursuits, but also jeopardized 
thelr very existence. In’ these clr-= 
cumstances the Japanese Govern- 
ment, still desiring to avoid the dis- 
turbance of peaceful affairs as much 
as possible, ordered the evacuation 
of all Japanese residents in Hankow 
and other points along the Yangtze 
river, 

“Sub-Licutenant Oyama and Sea- 
man Saito of the Japanese landing 
party were murdered by the Chinese 
Peace Preservation Corps; even then 
Japan, udhering to a penceful course, 
through 
the withdrawal of the Peace Pre- 
servation Corps and removal of all 
military works that have been erect- 
ed in violation of the 1932 truce 
agreement, but China refused to 
comply with our demands under one 
pretext or another, ond proceeded 
dnstead, to Increase her troops un 
multiply military works in the pro- 
hibited zone and finally launched an 
unwarranted attack upon the Japan- 
ese; thereupon a small Naval reln- 
forcement was dispatched to Shang- 
fal as an emergency’ measure to 


4 insure the protection of our nationals 


in that city. 
Request By Powers 

“In view of these disquicting deve- 

lapments In Shanghai Ambassadors 
at Nanking of flve Powers—Great 
Britain, America, France, Germany 
and Italy—sent the joint request on 
August 11 both to Japan and China 
that the two countries do all in their 
power to carry out effectively -the 
plan to ckclude Shanghaf from the 
scope of any possible hostilities so 
as to safeguard the Ilves dnd pro- 
perty of the foreigners therein. 
- “Our Government replied through 
Ambassador Kawagoe to the effect 
that while Japan was most sollcit- 
ously concerned over the safety of 
lives and property of all foreigners 
us well os Japanese in Shanghai, 
China should as.. Orst . prerequisite 
withdraw outside of a striking dis- 
tance her regular troops and Peace 
Preservation Corps, that were ad- 
vancing on the Settlements and 
menacing the Japanese, and remove 
the milltary works in the vicinity of 
the Internationol © Settlements, and 
that Japan would be prepared to 
restore her forces to their original 
positions provided that China agreed 
to take the above steps. : 

“The Ambassador was. olso {ns- 
tructed to request the Powers con- 
cerned to exert their influence to- 
wards Inducing . China to exccute 
those urgent and appropriate mea- 
sures; which, however, were flatly 
rejected by China. On August 11 
the Consuls General oat Shanghal of 
Great Britain, America and France 
submitted a certain conerecte plan, 
proposing that Japan and China 
enter Into direct negotlations for the 
purpose of averting the {tmpending 
crisis. 

“The proposal was received fn 
Tokyo at midnight of August 13, but 
on the afternoon of that very day 
the Chinese armies that have been 
pouring Into the Shanghai area toolc 
the offensive, and on August 14 their 
war planes dropped bombs not only 
on the headquarters of our landing: 
party, on our warship and our Con- 
sulate General, but also all over the 
International Settlements. No longer 
could we do anything but abandon 
all hopes of a peiceful seltiement, 
and fight for the protection of our 
thirty thousand nationals {1 Shang- 
hal. I regret to say that the earnest 
efforts of the Powers concerned were 
thus nullified by the Chinese  out- 


rages. 
z Vast Forcign Interests 

“Shanghal having been converted 
Into the theatre of hostilities, grave 
concern was naturally shown by the 
Powers who had vast-amounts of 
enpital invested and Jarge numbers 
of thelr nationals residing in the.city. 
Great Britain notified both Japan 
and China on August 18 that if the 
Governments of the two countries 
ngreed to withdraw thelr forces 
mutually and entrust to forelmn au- 
thoritics the protection of the Japan- 
ese subjects residing in the Interna= 
tional Settlements, and on extra- 
Settlement roads, the British Govern- 
ment were pinpared to undertako 
the responsibllity, provided that the 
other Powers co-opcrate. - 

“Next day, on August 10, we were 
informed by the French Government 
of their readiness to support - tho 
British proposal, The American 


-| Government had also previously ex- 


pressed the hope for the suspension 
of hostllities in the Shanghai area. 
Japon, having as great interests in 
Shanghai as these Powers, !s equally 
solicltous for peace in tho city, i

OFFICERS AND MEN DISCOURAGED, 
AT Is ASSERTED | = 


THE Army to-day is nothing more than a skeleton of its 


former self. 


It is seriously short of men, and_the 


promised cquipment is lacking.’ Shades of disarmament 
persist, and completely overshadow the nervous advance: 
made in the direction of rearmament. 


All the combatant corps, without exception, are dis- 


couraged ‘and handicapped because: their strength has 
nd relation to establishment. Battalions of infantry are 
cadres: only Instead of ‘approximately: 600 men they 
have perhaps on the strength about 300. This lack of 
“man power is emphasised when, under the Cardwell sys- 
tem, the battalion at home has to make good the wastage 
of the sister battalion overseas. 


This would not be so sertous a 
factor if there were a normal flow 
of recruits into the ranks. The fact 
Is a steady oulflow ds the only-normal 
thing about the Army to-day, and it 
has contributed largely to the abnor- 
mal state of affnirs in the matter 
of personnel. Men are not joining 
the Army to-day ‘to see the world” 
or for any of the other lures so per- 
slstently advanced, Invitations . of 
that sort are rejected out of, hand, 
says the Military correspondent of the 
Morning Post. :

But the Army is not only deficient 
In man power.

Nor is it 
tt wise procedure to miuake promises 
unless they ure brought to fruition. 

A few years ago we could say 
truthfully (hat our Army was in 
the vanguard of mechanisation. 
To-day it:ls unquestlonably the

DAVIS CUP 


‘Critic Probes Causes Of 
- Britain’s Defeat 


By A Lawn Tennis Correspondent 


So the Davis Cup haa, literally, 
“gone West.” As Indeed, most people 
honestly and reasonably expected it 
would. when the composition, and 
eapecinily the make-up, of our side 
became Iknown, The issue wan, for 
all. practical purposes, settled on the 
second «day's play. Short of a 
paralyle stroke Budge was absolutely 
certuin to win both of his singles: 
our only chance was to win the 
doubles, and ‘hope that our second 
string would sumchow manage .to 
beat the American second string, 
And any chance we had of whining 
the doubles was destroyed by breuk- 
Jng up the one good doubles palr we 
had—Hare and Wilde, and putting 
Tuckey In to partner Wilde, a pair 
who had never played together in 
a match of any importance. 

There was never a better instance 
of the truth of the proverb which 
points out the folly of swapping horses 
when crossicg-a stream. I am not 
saying that Hare’ and Wilde would 
have beaten Budge and “lake, nor 
that Tuckey and Wilde did-not put 
up a very good fight indeed; but 
Hare und Wilde had been playing 
together against all sorts of opponents, 
and on all sorts of surfaces for more 
than twelve months with the express 
object of becoming, some day, our 
doubles team for the Davis Cup; and 
then, when the opportunity comes of 
using them, thelr chanee Is denied 
them. Wilde, especially has every 
cause for complaint, though he would 
be the Inst man to grumble. Many 
good judges consider him the’ best 
doubles player in the country; how 
has he been treated? Almost Ignored 
for years, he ts at last sclected to be 
‘one of the five from whom the Cup 
side {ts this year to be chosen, Wher 
this side is eventually selected, he is 
the one to be dropped.. When one of 
the side falls out owing to a break- 
down. Wilde Is brought back again: 
ond playing for his country with the 
partner with whom he has been 
almost conlinuously successful for 
more than twelve months, that partner 
is taken away from him, and he Js 
yoked with one who, iood as he may 
be, could not possibly, in a few days’ 
practlee, achieve the understanding 
with Wilde which Hare had attained. 
How Wilde, in such elrcumstances, 
could be expected to play his best {fs 
hard to imagine. Nor did he; or any- 
thing like his best. And having fall- 
ed to do so, it Js quite on the cards 
that he will never be given another 
chance! As on American remarked, 
he has had “a raw deal.” 

A_GALLANT EFFORT 

With Hughes out of the side, Tuckey 
should have played In the singles, 
and the only doubles pair we have 
should not have been disturbed. 
Tuckey might not have gone so close 
to taking a sect from Budge os Hare 
did, but he would probably have done 
n very great deal better against, and 
might have beaten, Parker. Hare 
spent himself, very gallanthy, In one 
set against Budge, Just as Austin did 
against Von Camm In the champlon- 
ships. But while that long set left 
Budge os fresh os paint, Hare had 
nothing left in him at the end of It. 
Best-of-five-sets matches are not won 
In onc set, or even In two: some day, 
I suppose, this obvious truth will 
be recognised by those who have tho 
selection and tralning of our repre- 
sentative teams. : 

Meanwhile, the Cup Js returning to 
ifs birthplace; and there it ‘is Hkely 
to remaln for some considerable time. 
America owes much to Budge, Never 
‘before, I think, has any man won 
three championships at} Wimbledon 
and six Davis Cup matches In about 
three weeks, An astonishing per- 
formance; and one which gives Budge 
the undoubted pre-eminence over all 
amateur players of the day. Almost 


“Roll up the map of Europe! It 
will not be wanted: again for fitty 
years!” sald Pitt, after Austertitz. As 
it happened, bis estimaté was not 
quite sound; but mutatls mutandis, 
much the same thing might be said 
with regard to the future of the 
Davis Cup. In spite of the gallant 
challenge to the USA. given by 
Germany this year, it looks as if It is 
only Australia that America will have 
any occauion to {car for several years, 
ut ony rate, in their guardtanship of 
the Cup. And it {s quite evident that 
with Crawford now. no longer any- 
thing Ike the player he way four 
years ago, Australin will haye-to de- 
pend on thelr younger players, none 
of whom, with the exception of Quist, 
scems to be able to reproduce abroad 
the form of which he is capable at 
home, 

Australia will no doubt enter for the 
American zone again next year, when 
probably one matter, whether it be 
ugainst Mexico or Canada, will be 
suflicient to put them in the Inter- 
zone final. This will give them plenty 
of time to acclimatise themselves and 
awalt with confidence the arrival of 
the surviving, natloh from the 
European zone, whether it be Ger- 
many, France, Czecho-Slovakla, or 


Great Britain; or possibly Italy or 
Yugo-Slavia, . .

view. It may even be necessary to 
revive the system of “trials,” which 
was started some yenrs ago, but: 
naturally dropped when Perry and 
Austin had - lifted themselves above 
their compceers and made "trlals” un- 
necessary, But “ trials,” in any case, 
must be subordinate to training, 

It may be doubted whether it is 
yood, either for @ game or the 
players, that their ‘tennis should be- 
come a game at which they must 
work, not play. But nothing is more 
certain than that to reach the top of 
the tree nowndays everything piso 
must be put on one side, and all a 
player's time devoted to training and 
practice of the most strenuaus nature. 
He must have the stamina as well os. 
the strokes: how otherwise can he 
have the faintest hope of being able 
to hold his own against o player like 
Budge? They understand this in 
America, where almost from boyhood 
thelr promising players arc looked” 
after nnd brought on by, the paternal 
fovernment of the national assocla- 
tlon. It should be tho’ province of 
our own governing body to take 
similar steps in the .cncouragement 
ond‘ training of young players; ond I 
may soy at once that a few days’ 
coaching from, and practice with, 
even our best professionals is’ only’ 
tho first step on the road, .

A Japanese warship is 
reported to have shelled Chekwan in the Deep Bay region and to have 
seized two Chinese Maritime Customs preventive vessels, which were 
commanded by British officers. The s,s. Taishan was also twice stopped 
by a Japanese warship and decided to return to Hongkong. 

Moreover, latest reports teaching Hongkong from official 
Chinese quarters, state that Japanese aircraft bombed Swatow this 
morning.

BOMBERS 
DESTROYED 


THREE SHOT 
DOWN NEAR 
PEIPING 


Heavy Fighting . 
_ In’ North 


Paotlng, Sept, 5. 
Three Japanese bombing planes 
were shot down at Toutlen, about 24 
miles south-west of Peiping on the 
Peiping-Hankow railway the do be- 
fore yesterday, according to military 
reports reaching here to-day. 


The three bombers were among a 
squadron of six Japanese plancs 
forced by bad weather to fly low 
over the town shortly before noon on 
September 3. Chinese anti-aircraft 
guns picked off the three planes. 


At nine o'clock yesterday morning, 
two Japanese planes swoo) low 


over the station at Liuliho, :three |’ 


miles further south on the Pelping- 
Hankow line, and sprayed the station 
with machine-fire-—Central News. 


Serious Fighting 


Tsinan, Scpt. 5. 

Fierce fighting is raging along the 

Tientsin-Pukow Railway arca, ac- 

cording to military despatches reach- 
ing here. 


On the Grand Canal west of Tang- 
kuantun, about 46 miles south.west 
of Ticntsin on the Tientsin-Pukow 
Rallway line, Chinese clashed with 
Jvpanese troops who attacked yester- 
duy. Many Japanese soldicrs were 
killed during the skirmish. 

The Chinese are reported to be 
execting strony defences in this area, 


Town Attacked 


The town of Tangkuantun was the 
object of Japanese attacks yesterday, 
resulting in flerce fighting which is 
still going on. The Japanese ap- 
proached the town from polnts in the 
north. 

At Chinghai, 22 miles south-west 
of Ticntsin on the: Tientsin-Pukow 
line, a Japanese morning attack was 
answered by a Chinese counter-attack 
resulting In heavy fighting until noon, 
when the Japanese withdrew. 

At Wangchiakou, about ten miles 
west of Chinghal on the Tzeya River, 
1,000 Japanese infantrymen supported 
by 10 ficld pieces attacked the city. 
The Chincse, however, have been able 
to bring forces on the Jupanese rear, 
and fighting is now going on with the 
Jnpanese trying to avold being sand- 
wiched between two fires, 

Small skirmishes have been going 
on ut Hsiaowangchuung, about 35 
miles south of Tientsin. 

Fighting continues at Hsjaochan, 
important highway intersection on the 
Tientsin-Tangku highway. Hsien- 
shulku, another town on the highway, 
touching the Haiho, waterway con- 
necting Tientsin with the sea, has 
fallen into Japanese hands. This 
town fs held by a small force of the 
bogus East Hopcel Peace Preservation 
Corps, which js being hard pressed by 
the Chinese who. are bringing up 
reinforeements to the arca.——Centrul 
News. 


Fighting West Of Peiping 


Paoting, Sept. 5. 

Fighting broke out yesterday at 
Mentoukou,: important coal centre 
nbout 17 miles west of Peiping, ac- 
cording to a military report reach- 
ing here to-day. 

It is believed that the Chingse now 

engaging the Japanese at Mentaukou 
are the same troops that staged 
harrassing attacks on the Japanese 
ieft Munk during the Japanese assaults 
at Nankou last week. 
* Yielding to pressure brought by 
Jnpanese forces from Huajlalal Jn the 
north, the Chinese forces which de- 
fended Nankow for the past few 
weeks are now entrenching them- 
selves in the hills along the cast bank 
cf the Yungting River.—Central 
News.

PLAN OUTLINED 


Paris, Sept, 6. 

_ Following the stmultancous an- 
nouncement in Paris and London 
that the French and British Govern- 
ments” have Invited the European 
Powers, including Italy, Germiny 
and ‘Russia, to u twelve-power con- 
ference, likely to be held on Friday 
either at Montreux or Ouchy, re- 
garding the piratical attacks on mer- 
chant ships, it is revealed that the 
two Governments have drafted an 
ambitious “submarine quarantine” 
proposal, This is as follows: 


1. Confinement of neutral sub- 
marines to their home ports or at 
least thelr territorial waters; 


2. Public registration of loyalist 
and rebel submarines; 

3. The Powers to pledge them- 
selves not to Jend submurines for the 
purpose of nttacks on ships at sea; 

4, The twelve Powers to agree to

This military expert Js af the opin~ 
fon that the simultancous operations 
dn North China ond Shanghai have 
disclosed two weak points in the 
Japanese policy, . 

First, it has forced Japan to relin- 
quish her role as the Initiator and has 
extended the war front far beyond 
her original plans. 

Secondly, it has forced Jupan to 
seck a quick victory, which indlcates 
that she cannot afford a long drawn- 
out war. , 


Powerful Force 


Commenting on the Japanese 
strength, this expert .stated that 
Japan has some of the crack units 
of her land, sea and alr forces in 
Shanghal. He’ revealed that the 
following were now stationed In 
Shanghol: 

70,000 men from the regular army; 

970 warships, including gunboats, 
nircratt destroyers and 
{ransports, these vessels having 4 
total of 700 pieces of large and small 
artillery; . 

200 iight and heavy bombers and 
pursult plancs. 

It is obvious, he added, that Japan 
will shortly Inunch a general offen- 
sive and attempt to land large reln- 
forcements, 

However, the strong Chinese de- 
fences In Hongkew ond Chapei have 
denit a serious blow to the Japancsc. 
The stiff resistance, moreover, has 
rendered the well-planned and almost 
{mpregable Japanese Naval Landing 
Hendquarters a useless structure as a 
base of Offensive operations. 


Follow Past Tactics 


Following their failure in these 
areas, the Japanese are resorting to 
thelr Jast Shanghnl war ° tactics by 
landing men at Liuho, But here 
again’ she has ‘falled’ and | has” at~ 
tempted to send her men ashore at 
Wentsno Creek and Chang Hua 
Creek, The Japanese had hoped to 
bulld defences in. these areas and to 
use tanks and other mechanized war 
implements to bring the Chinese to 
thelr knees, 

However, the Japanese have met 
with complete failure in this scheme 
and although they have succeeded 
dn sending small landing parties 
ashore they have not been able to 
carry out thelr orlginal programme, 

Moreover, the expert continucd, 
Japan has extended the war front to 
Chuanshakow, Liulln and Yuchpu, 
which Is.another advantage for the 
Chinese, in belng able {o thin out the 
Japanese strength. 


Fierce Counter Attacks 


The flerce counter-attack launched
